1 . INQUIRIES AT THE EMBASSY DISCLOSED NO ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
REGARDING THE FIND AS DESCRIBED IN REFTEL. ATTEMPTS TO 
DETERMINE THE SOURCE OF THE RUMOR UNSUCCESSFUL. 

2. THE AMBASSADOR'S LIMOUSINE AND TWO DAO VEHICLES HAVE BEEN 
IN WEST GERMANY FOR REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE IN RECENT MONTHS. 

TSO PAUL TUBBS SEARCHED THESE VEHICLES WITH A NON-LINEAR 
DEVICE DETCTOR WITH NEGATIVE RESULTS. TUBBS ADVISED THAT 
DUE TO SEVERAL ELECTRONIC DEVICES/SWITCHES LOCATED ON THE 
DASH PANNEL OF ONE OF THE DAO VEHICLES, HE WAS UNABLE TO 
DETERMINE HOW SAFE THE VEHICLE WAS. TUBBS RECOMMENDED THAT 
THIS VEHICLE BE THE SUBJECT OF A PHYSICAL SEARCH. 

3. THE TECHNICAL SECURITY OFFICER AT THE BRITISH EMBASSY, 

WARSAW, WAS DISCRETELY QUERIED REGARDING THIS MATTER, 

BUT WAS UNABLE TO PROVIDE ANY INFORMATION REGARDING 
THE TECHNICAL PENETRATION OF VEHICLES IN POLAND. 
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
